They said some food prices are 
declining in May and that the 
over-all level seems to b e reach­ 
ing a somewhat stab le level for 
the summer months. 
Ewan Clague, 
Lab or Depart­ 
ment statistics commissioner, told 
a news conference that 
"in a 
b road general way I’d say the 
index has shot its b olt—there’s no 
question ab out it, the b ig rises are 
now over." 
The government index rose two- 
tenths of 1 
per cent 
b etween 
March and April, reaching 123.5 
per cent of the 19 47-49 b ase peri­ 
od. 
’The April rise was wholly due 
to higher food prices, particularly 
fresh fruUs and vegetab les. Prices 
for meats and fish also were high­ 
er. 
The .April living cost level was 
3.5 per cent ab ove April 1957. It 
represented the 18th increase in 
the past 20 months. It ha.s de­ 
clined only once in the past 28 
months, despite the b usiness re­ 
cession.

WASHINGTON UPi - The House 
passed 
and sent to the White 
House today a b ill to raise the 
cost of a first-class letter from 3 
to 4 cents and on airmail letters 
from 6 to 7 cents. 


The rate hikes will take effect 
•Aug. 1 if President Eisenhower 
signs the b ill. 
The measure also carries wage 
increases for post office workers 
aggregating 380 million dollars a 
year—more than Eisenhower pro­ 
posed. 
The House sent the compromise 
measure to the White House aft­ 
er b rief discussion. The Senate 
passed it Wednesday 88-0. 
The b ill provides for an over­ 
all increase in postal rates of an 
estimated 550 million dollars an­ 
nually. 
•As a revenue producer, the b ill 
falls 
ab out 
150 
million 
dollars 
short of what the President want­ 
ed, while the raises it provides 
for 520,000 postal employe.* total 
220 million dollars more than Ei­ 
senhower prop(» ed. 
The b ill is a 
compromise of 
measures passed 
separately b y 
the House and Senate. Its major 
provision is for an increase from 
3 to 4 cents in the cost of mailing 
a first-class letter. This accounts 
for ab out 350 million dollars of 
new revenues. 
Boosts in rates on letters, post 
cards, air mail and b ooks would 
b ecome effective Aug. 1. 
Rates on newspapers and mag­ 
azines and on advertising matter 
would also b e increased, in stages, 
starting Jan. 1. 
The 10 per cent pay hike for 
most postal workers — the Presi­ 
dent had proposed a 6 per cent 
b oost — would b e retroactive to 
last Jan. 1. 
Although the b ill falls consider­ 
ab ly short of 
what 
Eisenhower 
wanted, his congressional confi­ 
dants predicted he would sign it 
as the b est b ill he could get under 
the circumstances.

Property 
owners 
gathered at 
Whittier School Wednesday night 
for the purpose of discussing the 
city street prob lem with Mayor 
Ab e Silverman and memb ers of the 
City Council.

Garrison stressed at the opening 
that the main point at hand was 
to assure the people of the ’Third 
Ward the city would oil down the 
freshly rocked streets. He did, how 
ever, emphasize the fact that this 
was not a permanent soluticMi to 
the situation and was only to settle 
the dust. 
It was b rought out b y Garrison 
that prior to the city election he 
had asked the Council for a b lanket 
order for rock to b e put into holes 
in streets created b y the hard win 
ter months. There now exists a 
dust prob lem which the city feels 
ob ligated to correct. 
.Mayor Silverman stated property 
owners where rock was dumped 
are in one way fortunate and in 
another 
unfortunate — fortunate 
that they do not have to b uy rock, 
unfortunate b ecause of the dust 
situation. He also stressed the fact 
that although the rock had b een 
put on the streets and in many

The French had accused Tunisia 
of trying to provoke a clash with 
French troops at a time when the 
government in Paris is trying to 
regain control of neighb oring Al­ 
geria from Freeh rightists.

Besides this the co rps 
pro v ides emerg ency family relief, sea­ 
so nal relief, v isits to institutio ns, and 
publicatio n distributio n. Then there is 
the activ ity related to transient relief 
abo ut which so me say the Salv atio n 
Army do es v ery little. 
Fig ures in this categ o ry fo r a ty pical 
y ear refute this accusatio n. Fo r instance 
3 50 transients will be supplied lo dg ing 
here in an av erag e y ear, 50 0 will be sup­ 
plied with meals, 4 0 0 with g arments 
and sho es, 25 g iv en transpo rtatio n and 
4 0 o r 50 wo men and children g iv en spe­ 
cial assistance. 
One thing to remember is the Salv a­ 
tio n Army canno t o perate with insuffi­ 
cient funds, and tho se who criticize the

(Editor’s Note—Drew Pearson today writes 
another column on the background of the crisis 
in France.)

PARIS—Outside the American em bassy parked 
under the chestnut trees just off the place De La 
Concorde is a huge black police van. It parks 
there every night. It’s dark inside the van, 
but every so often someone will light a cigarette 
and you can see rows of faces. They are faces 
of gendarmes sitting all night guarding the Amer­ 
ican embassy. . . , Alongside the embassy is the 
Hotel Crillon where lived Woodrow Wilson when 
he tried to ham m er out a peace treaty which 
would prevent further devastation of France. 
Up along the Champs Elysees thousands of 
American doughboys marched when they first 
landed in France in 19 17 and again when they 
liberated Fran ce in 19 44. 
Much of French his­ 
tory, from Lafayette on. is intertwined with 
American friendship. . . . Yet the (fark police 
van, full of gendarmes, sits all night outside 
the embassy of the nation which twice sent 
its troops to the aid of France and in 19 47 
spent billions for the reconstruction of France. 
Military Showdown—But how far can those 
gendarmes be trusted? They have been tough 
and courageous so far 
W^hen the cham ber of 
deputies was threatened, the gendarmes didn’t 
waver. 
On the other hand, they let Jacques 
Soustelle, leader of the revolt against the govern­ 
ment, slip off to Algiers which he could not 
have done without their connivance. So people 
wonder. Especially they wonder about the army. 
. . . They know a showdown between the French 
m ilitary and civilian rule has been postponed 
a long time. 
It has been boiling ever since 
19 52 when Marshal Alphonse Juin wrote an arti­ 
cle for the Revue de Deux Mondes blasting the 
European defense community. The French cabi­ 
net had officially approved the EDC and its 
plan for a common army for Western Europe. 
Nevertheless, Marshal Juin publicly opposed it. 
. . . About the same time another military man 
in Japan, Gen. Douglas MacArthur, differed pub­ 
licly with the Far Eastern policies of another 
civilian leader, Harry Truman. .MacArthur was 
called home and fired. . . Prem ier Plevin called 
Marshal Juin to his office, but did not fire him. 
Ever since. Prem ier Plevin and all French pre­ 
miers have had increased trouble with the French 
military. 
But each time the civilian leaders 
have evaded the issue. 
They have not done 
what Truman did—forc?d a showdown. 
The Military Becomes Stronger—Shortly after 
the Marshal Juin incident, the French military 
kidnapped the sultan of Morocco, Aug. 15, 19 53, 
and fook him to Madagascar. The government 
in Paris let them get away with it The sultan 
is now king of .Morocco, and the incident did 
not particularly endear him to the French. . . .

Again the government in Paris not only bowed, 
but even covered up for the military. . . . With 
this record of vacillation, a showdown between 
the French arm y and the French government 
was inevitable. 


Kigeons in the Park—The pigeons are fatter 
in Paris than anywhere in the world. And the 
children are rosier. I watched the former gob­ 
bling nuts in the Tuileries Gardens and the 
latter jumping rope, roller-skating, and riding

crotchety,

couples looking lovesick, traffic cops looking 
bored, barges chugging up and down the Seine, 
American tourists sitting in the Cafe de La Paix 
trying to look French; museums, wide avenues, 
beautiful buildings, all the outward evidences of 
a great civilization, a people still virile, still 
vigorous, and more than ever passionate in 
defending their freedoms. . . . Why then the po­ 
litical turmoil, the uncertainty, the danger of 
dictatorship? . . . Is it political apathy? 
Is it 
the fact that France lost the flower of her m an ­ 
hood in two terrible wars? I’m not sure I know 
the answer; perhaps it's a combination of all 
these. 


Worried 
F'ran ce-B ut today 
Fran ce 
is 
not 
apathetic. It’s worried. On the surface life is the 
same. The boulevardiers sit at little cafe tables 
drinking their aperitifs. The tax is scuttle up and 
down the avenues. 
Tourists try to blend into 
the landscape unnoticed, 
.\m ericans are even 
polite and circumspect, like a tiptoeing hospital 
visitor who doesn’t want to disturb a dying pa­ 
tient. . . . But underneath the outw’ard calm , 
France is more concerned about its future than 
at any time since Hitler’s Nazis romped round 
the .Maginot line—all ex cept the pigeons. . . . 
The pigeons continue to gorge on nuts thrown 
them along the Champs Elysees. getting fatter. 
They don’t have to be concerned with the crisis 
that grips France 
Maybe they are symbolic. 
Maybe the real trouble with Fran ce is fat—^too 
much intere.st in its own m aterial welfare. . . , 
If so, it may be a lesson for the United States.
